Chicago, Feb. lO.—Railwty employes tbroogout the United States 


won a sudden tad dramatic victory orer the railroads here taUj what 
the United State* Railway Wage Labor Board Hatty refused to grant 
the plea of the railroads for abrogation of the national agreements 
and permission to reduce wages of railroad workers. 


The decision of the board was a complete denia! of all that the 


railway executives have contended for. 


The decision came as a climax to weeks of hearings and was a com- 


plete surprise to Frank P. Walsh, central counsel for the railroad 
brotherhoods and B. M. Jewell, head of the railroad department of 
the American Federation of Labor. Jewell was just preparing to pre- 
test to the board a statement in support of his contention that the roads 
should not be permitted to reduce wages of their employes. 


The bftard, holding that it could not astnme jurisdiction in the plea 


presented on behalf of the railroads by W. W. Atterbnry, rice-presi- 
dent of the Pennsylvania system, announced through Judge R. M. Bar- 
ton, its chnirmsn, the following conclusion: 


"It is the judgment of the board therefore that the request of the 


railroad executives for the terminaion of the existing rules must be and 
is accordingly denied. 


"The 
board must also deny the request of the Association of Rail- 


way Executives as presented by tbe chairman of the labor committee 
that that much of 'decision 2* as fixes wages for unskilled labor be 
set aside and prevailing rates of wages in the various territories cov- 
ered by any carrier substituted."
